Claims 1-5, 15-17 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by as well as lack an inventive step under PCT 
Article 33(3) over Luhrsen et al. (US Patent Number 5, 171 ,495). , . a * 

Luhrsen et al teach a composition for nozzles for making molten metal comprising alumina, boron nitride, fluxing agent, 
and a resinous bonding agent such as novalak or resol resin (see col.3, lines 51-61) thus anticipating the instantly claimed invention. 



Claims 1-5, 15-17 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject 
matter claimed can be made or used in industry. The composition can be used as a material for making nozzles for molten melts.
